Unions In Colony 


Mord than 140 trade unions have been register! 
ed at the Commissioner of tabatir's office: 
Total membership, including - women mom- 


bers, excecds 95,000. 


The unions include two Eurdpean ‘organisations—- 
the China. Coast Navigation and’ Engineers 
Officers Guild and the Association of Euro- 
pean Telecommunication Civil Servants. 


By the end of March last, 
there was a total of 141 trade 
unions an the Commissioner 
of Labour's register “with a 
totul membership of 95,300. 
‘A number of new unions have 
since been added to the re- 
pister. 

Of the 95,300 members, 10,500 
were women, 

Seventy-four of the registered 
trade unions at tho end of 
March were aMliated to the Hong 
Kong and Kowloon Trades Union 
Council with a membership. of 
44,000. men and 5,100) women. 
‘'Nventy-seven were — afMliatel to 
the Hong# Kong Federation of 
Trade Unions with a membership 
of 21,200 men and 3,700 women. 

Entrance fees of the trade 
unions range from HK$! to 
1XK$100. ‘There are only four 
which charge HK$! and two 
which charge HK§100, Only ,our 
infon docs not charge entrance 
fees. 

Twenty-three of the 45 trade 
unions with woman member- 
ship have women alected to the 
Exacutlve Committes or Sup- 
ervieory Committee, The ma- 
jority of the unions makes no 
réduction In respect of either 
entrance fees or monthly sub- 
scriptions, ' 

Apprentices are admitted 
most of the trade 
members.” 

Only four are without death 
benefit scheme of the 141 regis- 
tered trade unions. The method 
adopted by the majority of the 
unjons Is that on the death of nu 
member all the remuining mem- 
bers contribute on certain sum 
and a fixed amount is given to 
the dependents. 

Sixty-five trade unions pro- 
vide Chinese herbalists for sick 
members, Nine supply free 
medicine; three at reduced rates 
and one provides a fixed sum of 
HK$10 for medicine. 

As regards strike benefit, “118 
unfons do not provide such facill- 
tles. Seventeen give strike benc- 
fit at the distretlon of tie Com- 
mittee. One union provides food 
and lodging, and four free food 
enly. ‘Two unlons give imonetary 
allowances and one provides 
passage money up to HK$50. 

Thirty-nine unions have publi- 
cations of their own, Eight have 
yearly publications, two half- 

three .. quarterly, . two 
yea -two forthnightly and 22 
publish ‘irregularly. -

Farr Springs A Shock 


For Jacobs, the Louis-Farr fight 
wasn difficult promotion. Yet, 
oddly, it was oe succoss, Onanelally 
and artistically, because it came at 
a time when Mike wos negotiating 
with the Madison-Square Garden 
Corporation to take over the box- 
ing rights of the world. famous 
arena, 7 + 

Mike went down New York 
Harbour in o tugbont to moet Farr 
when he arrived from: France, 
and Tommy also met the Press 
that day. 

The newspupermen wero not 
enthusiastic. And, in the days 
ahead, white Farr trained at Long 
Branch, New Jorsey, o seaside re- 
sort nbout 50 miles from New 
York, Mike's tnsk became more 
diMecult. Farr was far from im- 
pressive, He was being fIniled by 
his sparring partners and one, Abe 
Feldman, knocked him down, 

Jacobs worrled about this lest 
it hurt the snle.of tickets for the 
Nght. He wasn't even sure Farr 
would come out ative from the 
fight with Louls,, which was set 
for the Yankee Stadium on August 
30, 1937. * 3 

But Farr proved much tougher 
‘than anybody had believed possi- 
ble, He gave Louls a close strug- 
gie, advancing in the face of 
enemy fire for 15 rounds. Some 
even belleved Tommy had won 
the fight, but the officials voted 
Louls the winner. The 32,000 
crowd were rewarded for their 
patronage, oe 

Mike was vindicated, as a pro- 
moter, by Farr's heroic, competent 
showing. After the bout, for the 
first .timo,-Jacobs: went into..the 
dressing-room of Louis's opponent 
before visiting tha, champion, 

“You're all right, he told Farr, 
“You're a good representative of 
the British, What do they call it? 
Pluck?"

San Francisco, August 26. 

In a strong criticism of the wartime oxclusion of 
those of Japanese blood from the West Coast, 
the United States District Court of Appeal to- 
day affirmed restoration of citizenship to three 
Japanese American women. - 

They, like thousands of others, had renounced their. 


American citizenship. 


The District Judge, Mr. Wil- 
Nuun C. Mathes of Los Angeles. 
had held that the three women 
renounced citizenship not as a 
result of their free and intelligent 
choice, but rather because of 
mental fear, intimidation and 
coercions, depriving them of the 
frve exercise of thelr will, 


The Appeal Court here apreed, 
and in agreeing, It lambasted 
Licutenant General John L, De 
Witt, Chief of the wartime Wes- 
tern Defence Conumand. 


it was General De Witt, as top 
army commander in the West 
after Pearl Harbour, who issued 
the various civilian exclusion or- 
ders,® Through these orders, per-

“One has no diMfctutty In realis- 
ing the repeated recitals of such 
wrongs in the crowded, cust fill- 
ed halls and ceils of the Tule 
Lake center,” the judges sald, 
“end-their effect upon the psy- 
cholegy of those here contem- 
pluting the value of an American 
citizenship.” 

Further, fhe court said, there 
vas a gang of hoodlums at cach 
camp, funaticaly pro-Japanese, 
who _beat and coerced the others 
into ‘signing awuy their” U.S. 
tights.

But importance is that 1f Rh- 
negative persons have a trans- 
Cusion of Rh positive blood they 
produce anti-bodies which cause 
trouble at a subsequent trans- 
fusion, 

In the same.way, if an Rh 
negative mother has a child by an 
Rh positive father, there is a 
chance of the child dying shortly 
after from jaundice. 

When a woman first reports to 
many clinics these days, there- 
fore, a blood test is undertaken 
to see not only what her ordinary 
Broup is but whether she is Rh 
negative. ' 

If she Is, steps can be taken to 
safeguard. the child, 

Science ts rapidly golng ahead 
in all matters of this kind, so it 
is not surprising that both matar- 
nal ond infant mortality shows a 
satisfactory decline.

In the majorlty of electronic 
control devices the photo-cell— 
or photo-electric cell—takes the 
place of the eye of the human 
controller, and the small im- 
pulses from It are amplified to 
bring into action the motor, or 
motors, which serve for the 
human arm. But always the 
machine cye and the machine 
arm are quicker, far quicker. 

In colour ' matching, for 
example, the human worker may 
be fast and occurnate in the 
morning, but by afternoon’ the 
accuracy is no longer there; the 
human eye chaos tired.’ Photo- 
cells can distinguish up to two 
million shades of the same 
colour, and can go on doing it 
indefinitely and faster. 

One great advantage, especially

Mr. Gordon Cinpp of the Ten- 
nessce Valley Authority today

Clapp was nominoted by the 
United States which originated the 
Idea. {or an economic survey ond 
brought about its adoption by a 
Palestine Conciliation Commission 
meeting at Lausanne. 

The appointment of Clapp was 
considered particularly apt in 
view of the fact that the talk of 
the Nefr East economic develop- 
ment has long reyolved about the 
idea of a TVA for Transjordan. 
Clapp wijl come here carly next 
week to discuss the mission with 
Lie and help in the sel¢ction of a 
staff of approximately 40 secre- 
turjal employees who will accom- 
pany, the mission. 

They will jeuve for the Near 
East as soon, a6 posstble there- 
after, 

The three-nation Palestine com- 
mission voted on Wednesday to 
send out a mission. The idew wan 
put forward by Puul Porter, 
Amerlcon member jn the commis- 
sion, following his return to lau- 
sanne from a visit to Washington 
and here, 


Radical Switch 


The adoption of the plan 
marked a radical switch In the 
Conciilatlon Commission's ap- 
proach to the problem of bring- 
ing a final peace settlement to 
the Holy Land. Previously, em- 
phasis has been on political 
iaguea. . 

Hut on the Initiative of the Unit- 
ed States, the Commission decid- 
ed to tackle the problem from a 
new angle on the theory thal 
political differences might be bet- 
ter resolved in the context of 
economic development. 

The spfielq) mission will. study 
the capacity of Israel and Arab 
states to absorb hundreds of thou- 
sands of refugees uprooted by the 
Palestine war and will Investl- 
Rate ways to integrate the re- 
fugee resettlement with cconomic 
j development projects. 

Lie announced the appointment 
of Clapp at his regular weekly 
news canfttence. Lie said that 
Clapp wolild have three deputies 
to be nominated by Britain, France 
and Turkey. France and Turkey 
are co-members of the United 
States.on the Palestine Concilin- 
tion Commission. Britain is in+ 
cluded becquse of its special 
economic interest in the Near 
East.—Unlted Press. 


| “Economist” On 
Burma's Problems 


London, August 28, 

The London weekly "Econo- 
mist” todny saw encouraging 
signs of a sidw but sure political 
recovery, after a 
period of disorder which threa- 
tened the complete disintegration 
of the Burmese State. 

It added, “The Burmese Gov- 
ernment has -drawn  -much 
strength and prestige in its ordeal 
from the support it has received 
not only from Britaln, which by 
itself might have been more em- 
barrassing than advantageous for 
Burmese Nationalist faders, but 
from Indla, which cannot be sus- 
pected of lack of sympathy for 
ihe independence of Asian. peo- 
ples.’

London, August 26. 

Two new International Bonk loans totalling US$37,- 
000,000 were beirig negotiated with the India 
Government, Mr: Eugene R. Black, President 
of the International Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development, told a press conference hore 


today. 
One of the loans was for 


a US$22,000,000 for a 


thermal station for the Bokaro project in Bihar. 
The second was a US$15,000,000 loan for the 
eradication of Kans grass, a weed which ‘at 


Veropeu TOT uogrieulta 

Mr. Black thought that discus- 
sions on both these loans would 
be concluded-within the npxt few 
months, He said that further loans 
Miight be made -to India for suit- 
able projects, but the total amount 
loaned to Indian would depend on 
the size of the debt India could 
service. 


Mr. Binck indicated that‘ the 
US$10,000,000 loan for British 
colonial development, now being 
negotiated with the British Co- 
loniat Development Corporation, 
might be the first of several such 
joans. 


Although only one project— 
purchase of machinery, mostly 
moblle equipment like  bull- 
dorers and tractora which may 
be used In as many as 20 dif- 
ferent British territories—was 
now under discuasion, a serics of 
similar projecte -might be de- 
veloped over a period of years, 
he eaid.

Removed 


‘Washington, August 25. 
The government today re-. 
moved a ban on private im- 
porting of tin. Business firms 
will be able to buy that metal 
outside the U.S. for thei first 

time since December, 1941. 


The Commerce Department, 
announcing the action, said - also 
that government -restrictions: on 
the use’ of tin) in making cans 
will be dropped aniltogether on 
December 1. . 

The announcement. aroused !m- 
mediate Interest in what will 
happen ta tin prices now thot 
private importing is to be re- 
sumed after years in which the 
government's reconstruction Fin- 
ance Corporation was the nation's 
ole importer, The Commerce 
Department tin experts refused to 
speculate. 

The price of tin rose from 
around 50 cents a pound before 
the war to about $1.03 more than 
a yeay ago. It has clung to that 
peak point ever since despite 
sharp breaks meanwhile in the 
U.S. prices of many other metals. 


Britain Gains . 


Chief gainer from a high price

The Government of Indiz 
today decided to Imposo a 
licence’ immediately on cer- 
tain Sterting Area imports. 

Open General Licence 15 Is 
cancelled with immediate 
effect and a new, shorter 
0.G,L. 16 will be issued. 

Open General Licence 16 
covers certsin Imports into 
india from the Sterling Area. 

Announcing this decision, a
